What must be done at once to correct Bucks 
County’s serious problems of inadequate good water 
and leaking cesspools and septic- tanks? 
Plenty, says the m aster plan tor water supply 
and sewerage facilities, recently completed for the 
Bucks County Planning Commission by Albright 
and Friel, Philadelphia consulting engineers. And 
most of it must be don*' in Lower Bucks County. 
Most of the projects urged for immediate ac­ 
tion involve tieing in additional areas to existing 
w ater and sewerage systems. Allowing a realistic 
time length to get the projects approved, planned, 
designed, constructed and put into operation, the 
m aster plan .schedules them to be in service in 1965. 


be fully Inadequate 


At present, Albright and F'riel points out, the 
development of water and sewer facilities is woe­ 
fully inadequate, far behind the growth and devel­ 
opment of the county and the new needs that come 
with growlh. 
Only half of the county population drinks from 
public water systems, the report states, and only 
40 per cent are served by public sewage disposal 
systems. 


Iwwor Bucks areas now served by public wa- 
ter and sewer systems are Bristol Borough and 
part of the adjoining township, Levittown and Fair­ 
less Hills, Morrisville Borough and Stanwood and 
Nottingham subdivisions in Bensalem Township. 


N o S e w e rs 


Now' served with public water, but not sewers, 
are additional parts of Bristol Township, the bor­ 
oughs of Yardley, Langhorne, Langhorne Manor 
and Penndel, part of Hulmeville Borough, Newtown 
and its vicinity, old Tullytown, part of Andalusia in 
Bensalem Township, Parkland and parts of Lower 
Makefield and Upper and Lower Southampton 
Townships. 
These areas need sewerage systems as well, 
immediately, according to the survey report. 
It is essential, according to the master plan, 
to add parts of Bensalem, Lower and Upper South­ 
ampton, Middletown, Falls and Bristol Townships 
and part of Hulmeville to th** w*ater service areas 
by 1965.
